NEW OBLBAKS, July 10.—A telegram from 
tho quarantine station announces that tho 
Swedish bark Berna arrived there, nine days 
out from Vera Cm-/,, with three cases of yel- 
low fever on board, the mate, steward and 
captain's wife. As soon as the facts wero 
communicated to Dr. Jones, president of tho 
board of health, ho telegraphed tlio following 
instructions 'to-Dr. Finney, resident physi- 
iu-.i at quarantine station: 
Iso'.ato, cleanse, disinfect and fumigate 


thoroughly tbo bark Berna, her crew and 
cargo 
Destroy infected clothes aud bedun-.g. 


conducted by quarantine physician mid his 
.-L-wistjint. Allow no officer ol! ihe quarantine 
station to leave his post or visit Now Orleans. 


The quarantine station is uudw control of 


the state board of health. It is provided 
with all requisites for tho core of a largo 
number oC patients, and communication 
with the city is not only prohibited but is 
wholly unnecessary. -The station is on tho 
Mississippi river, sixty miles below New Or- 
leans.' The Berna was not destined for this 
port. She left Vera Cruz for Frontera Deta- 
basco, but her course was changed for tho 
.north as soon as yellow fever appeared 
among tho crew. The captain entered the 
Mississippi in search of medical aid and gladly 
went into quarantine. 


A Buoxi special -says: No Dorsonal com- 


munication, 
whatever exists between thu 


quarantine station and tho mainland. The 
sloop formerly plying between Biloxi and the 
quarantine station is now there on duty with 
her captain and crew. 
The mails and sup- 


plies will bo sent by a schooner, communi- 
cating only by a lighter anchored as a safo 
distance from tho quarantine grounds.
